Johnstown. Pa.. Ju ly IT.— Tw o hun 
tired ruiners are entombed by an ex 
plosion in a mine whose main shaft 
within tie* limits of this city. 
|r At hist it was said that all in tie* 
Roiling Mill mine of tie* Cam bria Steel 
company were dead or in danger. 
Rut 
later reports showed that 
the low 
figure was correct and that too were 
safe. 
The mine is one of the largest In 
the country and fido men we re at work 
there. 
W hen the rn ws of the disaster 
readied here it spread bkt 
wildfire 
and in less than a quarter of an hour 
the Point, an open space at the junc­ 
tion of the Conemaugh and the Stoney 
TTeek. was crowded with women and 
children. 
Some cried, some moaned 
and little children clasped their skirts 
and cried in sympathy. 
Brave attempts at rescue were made 
here. 
Mining Engineer Moore and his 
assistant, A l G. Prosser, tried to make 
some headway toward the imprisoned 
miners three and a half miles away, 
but they were driven back by the dead­ 
ly gases. 
Richard Bennett and Joh n Meyers, 
two miners who w* re in the mine at 
— Mo tim 
Of tile explosion, but Who ♦ .- 
•caped unhurt, went back two miles to 
Bee what assistance could be rendered, 
but they, too, were driven back by 
the damp and

any rescue work from the main open­ 
ing was given up and it was shifted to 
M ill Creek, five miles from this city.
